The original figures 
were 347,000 and 488,124 tons, respectively.

£ REPORT of the Com-, 

mission appuinted to in-! 
quire into the affairs and 
conduct of the Immigration 
Olfice 1s what the public ex-: 

The inquiry 
wich was conducted in a 
faly and unbiased manner to 
all concerned has resulted in 
u true verdict being brought 
In and in no way can the 
findings of the Commission 
be described as being harsh: 
or unjustified. We are not 
concerned with finding -any 
extenuating circumstances 
which ted the Immigration 
Oficer téncerned not only to 
permit of misdemeanour and 
misconduct in his depart- 
ment, but to be guilty of such 
himself. The finding of the 
Commission is clear on this 
point-. “Mr. Forrest. in our, 
opinion, has proved himself 
unfit for the position of head 
of this, or any other depart- 
ment, and we recommend 
{hut Government give the 
most careful consideration to 
the question of his retention 
in the public service.’ The 
fact that a Government offi-! 
cer, with over twenty years 
service in the Colony, has | 
been publicly found unfit for 
service as the head of a de-! 
partment, is a grave reflec- 
tion on the Government's, 
selection of its senior officers 
for responsible posts. We are 
well aware that deterioration 
in health brought about by 
nervous strain can make an. 
lefficient officer incompetent 
to hold senior appotntments, 
but in Mr. Forrest's case no 
such plea was offered until 
the inquiry began. 


WHAT is more important, 
however, from the point of:

‘AMERICAN RED CROSS 


Unofficially Reported To Be 
Getting Ready For War 


CH.CAGO.—The Chicago chapter of the American Red Cross, 
largest chapter in the Un.ted States, states the CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
ts expected to fill at Jeast a tenth of the rapid’y expanding rational 


Red Cross quotas. Officially, the big 


quotas have been set to meet “any 


emergency”, Unofficially, the Red Cross is getting ready for war. 


Since January ist, the Red Cross 
has been building up a national 
reserve, Roger Holden, manager of 
the Chicago chanter, sald recently. 
This reserve includes 20 million 
bandages and surgical dressings 
50,000 nurses for the army atd 
navy, trained first ald instructors 
for every squad in the armed for- 
ces, and a corps of girl ambulance 
drivers, 

Holden believes the first ald 
training programme may turn out 
to be the most important work of 
the Red Cross, Eventually, he sa.d. 
enough soldiers wil) be trained 580 
there will be one man versed in 
first ald for every eight men in the 
United States. 

In the Chicago area, the demand 
for first ald training already has 
Increased 100 per cent. over 1940. 
Red Cross courses now enroll 15 000 
persons here, whereas last year's 
total was 8000, In addition, the 
.Red Cross 1s teaching first ald to 
every mon in the Chicago police 
and fire departments and In the 
park district police force, and has 
increased {ts home nursing classes 
30 per cent. 

The Red Cross has a peacetime 
reserve of 60,000 nurses who may 
be requisitioned by the army ar 
navy In time of emergency In re- 
cent years, however, thig, dropped 
to 40,000; thus, 10,000 ‘are ‘now 
sourht. Of the total, 21,000 are in 
what is known os the first reserve, 
alngle women 22, to 30 pour of age 
who are available for any kind of 
service, The remainder, who com- 
pose the second resetxe, are avall- 
able only for homo defence.
